When The Wanderer caught up with Reed, he was 
sustaining himself through a busy Monday morning with 
a supply of Pop Tarts and looking forward to graduation 
day 

When asked how his experience had been these 
last four years at school, he expounded, "Good." Okay, 
maybe 'expounded' was a stretch, but Reed's warm smile 
spoke volumes. 

Reed said his school is different from traditional 
high schools in that the students are able to solve more 
problems and, through the leadership and guidance of 
their instructors, able to develop an interest that could 
become a real marketable skill.

his own." He pointed out an area on the hood of the model 
that required torch techniques to apply a patina to the 
metal. 

Reed also displayed an artisan's eye, and when 
asked if he felt he had artistic talents, he smiled again and 
nodded "yes'. He's thinking about enrolling in art classes 
after graduation. He proudly shared photographs from 
his portfolio of other metal objects he had created - a 
decorative fish and a smooth, shiny, giant fishhook. He also 
spoke about a stool, airplane, and fire pit as other pieces he 
had completed - tangible evidence of his technical skills 
and artistic predisposition. 

"He can get a job right out of school, " Davenport 
said of Reed's welding skills. He explained that employers

will certify welders in very specific types of welding while 
the school gives the student training in the basic types: 
shielded metal arc welding, stick welding, gas metal arc 
welding known as MIG, flux cored arc welding, and gas 
tungsten arc welding. 

For the truck model, Davenport said that Reed had 
utilized the MIG method. The types of welds used in the 
trade are butt, lap, tee, edge, and corner, all of which Reed 
has mastered. 

"It's tough," Reed said of the school. Yet, he also 
appreciated the depth of knowledge he had gained. 

Davenport said Reed was not one to blow his own 
horn, saying Reed would do well after graduating and 
that he had expressed an interest in working at ski resorts 
where he could use his welding skills and ski. 

"He's one heck of a good skier," Davenport shared. 

While Reed may have a hard time talking 
about himself, those who know him speak of his focus, 
willingness to try hard, ability to finish what he starts, and 
his likeability. 

"He's amazing," said his employer, Lisa Bindas. 
"He is self-motivated, very reliable, a problem solver, and 
very good with the customers." Reed said his favorite part 
of the job was building furniture and delivering the pieces 
to customers.

ORR Student Faces Felony Charge After Beating

Five people were arrested and one juvenile 
hospitalized on Tuesday, May 7, after an encounter at 
Ned's Point in Mattapoisett escalated to windshield 
smashing and then the beating of a 17-year-old male from 
New Bedford with a baseball bat, resulting in several 
misdemeanor charges and one felony charge. 

According to Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary 
Lyons during a follow-up phone call on May 14, five 
people, including a female juvenile, were all charged with 
Assault and Battery with a Dangerous Weapon, a felony, 
as well as four misdemeanors - Disturbing the Peace, 
Fighting, Disorderly Conduct, and Assault and Battery.

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One suspect and the victim are both Old Rochester 
Regional High School students, and several others who 
were present during the incident are all known to each 
other, Lyons said. 

Mattapoisett Police arrived at the scene just before 
7:00 pm Tuesday night and called for an ambulance. Police 
officers also called Marion Police for assistance. 

The victim sustained injuries to the face and 
significant injuries to the rib cage as a result of being beaten 
with an aluminum baseball bat as well as having been 
repeatedly punched and kicked by the five suspects. 

Lyons said that before the brawl, two cars that 
parked side-by-side at Ned's Point were joined by a third, 
a black BMW with the five alleged attackers inside and the 
baseball bat that was used as a weapon. 

"One got out and smashed the windows of the car 
in which the victim was in the backseat," said Lyons. 

The suspects were arraigned at the Wareham 
District Court on May 8.

to provide a public forum for discussion of the proposed 
zoning bylaw changes that would be presented on May 13 
at Town Meeting. 

Two zoning bylaws that deal specifically with 
restriction on marijuana sale and cultivation were proposed 
to be modified and would allow cultivation of both 
medical and recreational marijuana within the town. 

The current bylaws came into local law on 
January 2019 restricting both the cultivation and sale of 
recreational marijuana. Now, a local businessman and his 
partners are pursuing zoning changes that would allow 
the development of a large industrial marijuana cultivation 
factory that could distribute both medical and recreational 
marijuana. And, while the restriction of retail sale of adult- 
use marijuana would remain in place, those in attendance 
revisited the whole issue of whether or not marijuana was 
good for people or represented a danger. 

After detailing the technical language in both 
Articles 26: Adult Use Marijuana Establishments and 
Article 27: Adult Use Marijuana Establishment Prohibition, 
Attorney Phil Silverman introduced himself as the 
representative for local business man David Mclntire. 

Silverman explained how cultivation factories 
handle security issues saying, "These places are more 
secure then a bank." He said that employees would be 
vetted including background checks. 

Silverman also described how the plants 
themselves are heavily secured from seed to flower

with barcodes and daily weigh-ins to ensure nothing is 
missing. 

According to Silverman, the building would 
be thoroughly covered with security cameras from 
entranceways to exits, secured by an alarm system, have 
on-site security personnel, and a vault to store finished 
products. He said the facility operators would work 
closely with local law enforcement. As for waste by¬ 
products those would also be handled in a prescribed 
manner and hauled offsite by a regulated waste 
management firm. 

He also mentioned that opening a marijuana 
cultivation factory for both recreational and medical 
plants was the only economically viable business; 
otherwise, it would be a no-go. 

Mattapoisett resident Bill Cantor asked about 
odor that may emit from the factory. Mark Rochette 
of Rochette Consulting Services, part of Mclntire's 
development team, said that odors had been a problem, 
but, once identified, the addition of carbon filters 
adequately handled the problem. He said the rooms are 
sealed to control humidity. 

But time and again throughout the discourse, 
community members aired their view that marijuana 
was not proven to have medical benefits, that children 
might be harmed, and that by allowing marijuana 
cultivation, Mattapoisett would no longer be "special." 

"The town would receive a host agreement 
that could bring in as much as $400,000," said Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne. He said that new revenue 
would not go into the general operating budget and 
instead would be set aside to help fund future capital 
projects. He said the selectmen were in favor of the 
bylaw amendments. 

Planning Board member Karen Field wondered 
what would happen if marijuana cultivation facilities 
saturate the marketplace. Silverman said he didn't 
believe that would happen, given that Colorado 
continues to see growth in their marijuana business 
models. 

Finance Committee member Kevin Geraghty 
said, "You can already grow marijuana in Mattapoisett. 
The town (state) already allows private growth. This is 
just an expansion of that. ... This makes sense." 

It became clear that Planning Board Chairman 
Tom Tucker was not in favor of supporting the bylaw 
changes, but when the vote came down to either 
recommending or not recommending the amendments 
to voters, the Planning Board by majority voted to 
recommend. 

Also being supported by the Planning Board 
were amendments to the zoning bylaw that will allow 
up to a 70 percent lot coverage from the current 50 
percent in the Limited Industrial Zone if lots in question

Voters OK Fire Station and ORR Field, Reject 
Marijuana 

Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting 

By Marilou Newell 

A large turn-out had been anticipated for the May 
13 Mattapoisett Annual Town Meeting, so the gymnasium 
next to the auditorium at ORR High School was prepared 
for the overflow crowd. More than 400 voters turned out to 
determine the fate of predominantly three major articles in 
the warrant: a new fire station, a zoning bylaw amendment 
to allow marijuana cultivation for both recreational and 
medical wholesale distribution, and whether or not to 
advance a request for funding for repairs to ORRHS 
athletic structures and auditorium lighting and sound. 

Packed cheek to jowl, the people were ready for 
the democratic process to begin. 

Mike Hickey, chairman of the committee that 
spearheaded the project, and Fire Chief Andrew Murray 
presented Article 14: Fire Station Construction Project 
Funding. Their presentation included a video that 
demonstrated the lack of safety systems inside the aged 
firehouse, health concerns when firefighters cannot 
adequately decontaminate personal gear and equipment, as 
well as the lack of conformity to current OSH A standards. 
Hickey explained in detail the more than a year-long 
process of studying the needs of the Fire Department, 
visiting new facilities in surrounding cities and towns, and 
evaluating costs against must-haves associated with a new 
structure and 21 st century standards. 

During a prior public hearing, abutter David 
Fuerman spoke on behalf of himself and his neighbors 
about their stormwater run-off concerns. He said that ever 
since the police station, funeral home, and condominium

complex had been constructed on Route 6, runoff has 
flooded the Pepperbush neighborhood. Hickey shared 
that the design was only in the schematic phase, but that 
engineering would have to take stormwater calculations 
into consideration through the Planning Board review 
process, and water management systems were a high 
priority 

Donald Fleming asked what would happen to 
the retired fire station. Selectman Jordan Collyer, also 
a member of the fire station committee, said that plans 
include selling the property and using those funds to pay 
down the bond that will be needed to fund the project. 

The article passed 446-5. 

Article 25: Pine Island Watershed was carried by 
a 2-thirds majority. The article asked voters to approve 
the appropriation of $250,000 to purchase 120 acres along 
Angelica Point in the Pine Island Watershed region that 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust (MLT) proposed to purchase 
and preserve via a conservation restriction. The MLT has 
been fundraising, while the town's contribution represents 
monies that will be drawn from the general fund and the 
Community Preservation Act. Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne said the Selectmen supported the MLT plan and 
believe protecting this sensitive eco-system was vital to 
the health of the wildlife-rich acreage. He also assured the 
public that access to Pine Island Pond for shell fishing and 
other forms of recreation is part of the overall plan, as well 
as establishing another evacuation roadway for those living 
in the area in the event of a catastrophic weather event. 

Another hot button was Article 26: Adult Use 
Marijuana Establishment, and the associated Article 
27: Adult Use (Recreational) Marijuana Establishment 
Prohibition - citizen's petitions being advanced by local 
businessman David Mclntire. The articles stirred the crowd 
who asked a number of questions of the petitioner and his 
partner. Attorney Phil Silverman of Vincente Sederberg, 
LLC - a national law firm serving the marijuana industry. 

Earlier in the evening, resident Brad Hathaway 
motioned Town Meeting to advance the bylaw amendment 
articles, taking them out of sequence given that the articles 
would not be taken up until much later in the evening 
when people might have to leave due to the lateness of the 
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hour. Mclntire asked that the articles be kept as-is so that 
his team could arrive closer to 8:30 pm. Hathaway's motion 
was defeated. 

Then the voters addressed their concerns or 
support. Gagne and the Finance Committee supported 
the amendments that both had been evaluated as money¬ 
makers for the town. The new revenue generated from the 
industrial cultivation of marijuana had been estimated at 
anywhere between $300,000 to over $1 million, depending 
on the size of the structure(s) and market conditions. 

Gagne had said that new revenue could be set aside for 
capital projects versus operating budgets. 

Mclntire asserted that it was unlikely that anyone 
would even realize that marijuana cultivation was taking 
place, given the inconspicuous appearance of the building. 
He touched on the security required for both the building 
and the products therein, and that the Police Department 
had been consulted. 

Chief Mary Lyons rose to speak, asking Mclntire 
what he was basing his financial projections on. Silverman 
said it was based on the size of the factory and the current 
per pound price of marijuana, which he said stands at 
$3,600 per pound. Mclntire's 25,000 square-foot proposed 
facility could produce 20,000 pounds per year, he said. 
Lyons also said that, although she had been part of the 
committee that helped to write the original marijuana 
bylaws that restricted sale and cultivation, she had not 
been asked by Mclntire to weigh in on his proposal. 
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Several people voiced concern over protecting 
children from exposure to marijuana products with lifelong 
resident George Randall being the most outspoken. 

Public discourse was closed and voters raised their 
hands in what appeared to be a fairly equal proportion for 
and against allowing the amendments to be carried. The 
minutes ticked by as a second counting was required. But 
in the end, the two-thirds majority needed was not there, 
188 in favor and 125 against. With the defeat of Article 26, 
Article 27 became null and void. 

The other article generating the most interest 
was Article 28: ORR Athletic Facilities and Auditorium 


Improvements Funding. The article asked voters to 
approve their Tri-Town portion of a $2-milllion bond 
to make repairs and improvements to several athletic 
structures as well as auditorium lighting in the regional 
high school. 

The lateness of the hour did not dampen the 
enthusiasm of those who had striven to bring this article to 
the people at Town Meeting. A presentation by ORR School 
Committee member Carey Humphrey included a video 
showing the current conditions of the football field and 
track, while describing the high school building itself "as 
the most used structure in the Tri-Towns." 

Humphrey said of the Finance Committee's 
characterization of the School Committee's lack of capital 
planning as incorrect, saying, "We have followed protocol 
from day one." 


Earlier in the debate. Finance Committee 
Chairman Pat Donoghue said, "We've never seen a capital 
plan. ... We feel like we are not getting the whole story." 

She said it defied accounting practices to bond a project on 
an asset that might not last the length of the bond. While 
she acknowledged there were capital needs throughout the 
school property, including the facility manager's concern 
that the high school needed a new roof, prioritization and 
financial planning was lacking. 

"We are concerned about the safety of all 
the people in town," Donoghue concluded, "not just 
the students." She invited parents to join the Finance 
Committee saying there were two open seats. 

In the end, the motion carried with a majority of 
190 votes in the affirmative. 

Articles 1 through 23 dealt primarily with 
annual financial matters such as the FY20 Operating 
Budget totaling $28,024,603, with highlights such as the 
appropriation of $167,77 for the Sanitary Landfill /Transfer 
Station Enterprise; $2,384,150 to defray Water Department 
expenses; $2,518,976 to defray Sewer Department expenses; 
and $279,260 to defray Waterfront Enterprise Fund 
expenses. 

The OPEB liability fund received $414,000, and 
$602,957 was appropriated for Capital Plan Funding. The 
projects advanced for funding under the Capital Plan were: 
Highway Barn repairs and improvements at $231,000; the 
purchase of a trench safety box at $12,457; local school 
education modules at $49,500; and the appropriation of 
$310,000 for engineering and bidding costs associated with 
the construction of a new fire station.

FinCom Member to 'Throw in the Towel' 

Marion Finance Committee

On behalf of the Board of Selectmen, Selectman 
John Waterman approached the Marion Finance Committee 
on May 8 with a draft document that the board hopes will 
set concrete expectations of what the selectmen should 
expect of the Finance Committee, and invited the FinCom 
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to reciprocate with a similar document to set out its own 
expectations of the selectmen. 

Waterman said he would welcome feedback on the 
draft document, and started with one of the points from the 
draft document from the board, a request that the Finance 
Committee perform a budget assessment in July or August 
for a line item review with each of the Town departments. 

"We never go back and look at how they're 
spending more," Waterman said, which could be a chance 
for the Town to try to find areas in which departments 
could save money. "We (the selectmen) have no time to dig 
in [and] question the department heads." 

"In prior years, John, that was routine practice," 
said Finance Committee member Alan Minard. However, 
typically, the committee would start in early January, which 
would give the committee six months of data to review. 

"If they think someone's paying attention, 
then they pay attention," said Waterman. For instance. 
Waterman suggested department heads who use Town- 
owned vehicles to take home might "take it for granted." 
Furthermore, should the Town outsource its trash 
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collection, the selectmen want to ensure that the savings is, 
in fact, achieved. 

"I don't want the savings to disappear into the 
black hole of more spending just because they have the 
money," Waterman said specifically of the Department of 
Public Works. 

Waterman urged the committee not to feel as 
though it is "overstepping" its authority in this request. 

"You're providing a service to us (the selectmen)," 
said Waterman. "They (department heads) need to know 
we're looking." 

"John, for years we have done the budget... and 
presented it to the [Board of Selectmen]," said Minard. "We 
did all of the things that are on [this draft document]. ... 
You can't have it as the selectmen do the budget and we do 
the work; it's got to be the other way around." 

"We're on the same team," said Waterman. "We're 
trying to get to the same place." 

"I think that's great," commented FinCom member 
Margie Baldwin. 

Waterman reminded the committee that the 
document is still only a draft and asked the members to 
review it. 

"And you're welcome to share one with us about 
what you'd like from us," said Waterman. 

After Waterman left, the committee continued 
the conversation about the document and the strained 
relationship between the Finance Committee and the Board 
of Selectmen over the past few months. 

"What he (Waterman) doesn't comprehend is that 
we're not in the management structure in this town," said 
Minard. "Our only power, really, is to recommend for or 
against the certain articles. So, for us to get involved in 
telling the DPW that he didn't... save enough money, I 
don't think is right." 

"There's no oversight of that," said Baldwin. 
"Nobody's looking at that." 

"And we don't want to take it on, trust me," 
said Minard. "You have a [new] town administrator (Jay 
McGrail) ... who is really on the ball and wants to get stuff 
done and you have a management structure of department 
heads that report to him. The broken part of this thing was 
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[the department heads] weren't getting any direction." 

Minard said he has been on the Finance Committee 
overseeing 14 budget seasons and it was always the 
Finance Committee who would draft the budget and 
present it to the Board of Selectmen. 

"Until this year," Minard said. "We didn't see the 
budget until it had been presented to the selectmen this 
year. 

"After 14 years. I'm throwing in the towel after 
the town meeting," Minard continued. "So, I will happily 
provide any history or connect the dots on whatever else, if 
you run into stuff. ... 

"I'm gonna pick up my tarp and move out of 
town," Minard said. 


"I hope you'll reconsider," said Finance Committee 
Chairman Peter Winters. "I've learned a lot from you, 
Alan." 

"The process of the budget this year lost the 
Finance Committee support," said Minard. "The budget, 
the way it was approached this year, I don't think we even 
really gotta look at it -1 know we didn't get a look at it." 

Minard said he did not get a copy of the budget 
two weeks after the selectmen reviewed it. 

"We think, and we hope, that it's a new ballgame," 
said Baldwin, alluding to the new town administrator. Jay 
McGrail. 

"Yes," said Minard. He paused to consider why 
the selectmen handled the budget process differently this 
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year, wondering if it was the Finance Committee's refusal 
to make the $13,000 Reserve Fund transfer to fund retiring 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson's salary increase when 
the selectmen requested it. "It's pretty much ... history 
repeats itself," said Minard. 

Baldwin started her comment, "Relationships have 

// 

"... deteriorated," said another FinCom member 
finishing Baldwin's sentence for her. 

"Up until this year we never saw a town manager 
... at any of our meetings," said Winters. 

"A couple times," said Minard. "He'd show up to 
talk about his department. ... 

"We can recommend, but we can't manage," said 

Minard. 

The next meeting of the Marion Finance 
Committee will be the night of Town Meeting, but there is 
no post-town meeting regularly scheduled meeting at this 
time. 

Voters Defund Town Clerk's Salary 

Marion Annual Town Meeting Part 1

Marion voters have spoken and, in the noticeable 
absence of Town Clerk Ray Pickles, voted during the 
Annual Town Meeting on May 13 to reduce the fiscal year 
2020 town clerk salary line from $19,493 to $0. 

The Finance Committee discussed the possibility 
of such a motion on April 17 and considered the best way 
to go about it since the town would need a mechanism 
to keep the $19,000 free to pay the salary of a potential 
appointed town clerk should Pickles resign after he's 
stripped of a paycheck come July 1, 2019. 

Resident Charles St. Pierre motioned to amend 
Article 1 to reduce the town clerk salary to $0 and transfer 
the amount to the FY20 Selectmen's line item in Article 2 to 
allow them to appoint a temporary town clerk, which was 
duly seconded. 

St. Pierre said it was unfair to keep paying Pickles, 
whom the Board of Selectmen had asked to resign in light 
of his indictment on criminal felony charges for allegedly 
stealing over $600,000 while serving as the executive 
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director of the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District (CMW). A year prior, the CMW had filed 
a civil suit against Pickles, his wife, and a former CMW 
board chairman for embezzling roughly $800,000 in CMW 
funds over six years. 

"It's unfair to any taxpayer in the town," said St. 
Pierre. "We shouldn't be paying for someone and adding 
insult to injury that we have all... incurred from the 
problem that has developed." 

Resident Joe Zora defended Pickles, saying, "[The 
town clerk] deserves his day in court. 

"There's a lawful process to follow. ... We elected 
him for that amount of money. ... Let the time run out." 
Zora continued, "For us to give the power to the selectmen. 
... When we give that up, we minimize who we are. Let 
him have his day in court." 

Town Moderator Brad Gordon asked for town 
counsel clarification on how the salary could be reduced 
and funded elsewhere in the warrant. 

However, Town Counsel Barbara Carboni said 
transferring money from one line item to another article is 
"outside the scope of the article." She said the salary could 
be reduced, "But you can't transfer it on a vote here to 
another item." She continued, "When you get to the other 
line item, I'm not sure you would be able to increase the 
amount that's in the warrant." 

St. Pierre amended his motion to amend by simply 
reducing the salary to $0, which Carboni said he should 
submit in writing. 

After, during discussion of Article 2 - the FY20 
$23,736,680 operating budget - Selectman John Waterman 
motioned to amend the Selectmen's line item by increasing 
the amount by $19,493, while reducing that amount from 
the town clerk budget line item. 

"This gives us the money to hire or appoint a new 
town clerk," said Waterman. "The town is required by 
law to have a town clerk," and moving the money to the 
selectmen's account was the proper avenue, given that the 
line item is "really a contracts account," he said. 

The other hot topic of the night was the 
outsourcing of curbside trash collection. 

After a brief presentation by new Town 
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Administrator Jay McGrail, voters adopted Article 25 
appropriating $420,000 to contract Waste Management for 
trash and recycling collection. 

There were only three options for residents, 
McGrail said, and outsourcing was the recommendation of 
the Board of Selectmen. However, there were two articles 
on the warrant to address trash collection - the one to 
outsource, and Article 26 to appropriate $582,090 for a new 
trash truck and bins to replace the two problematic trucks 
the town owns that are now 11 and 20 years old and subject 
to frequent breakdowns. 

According to McGrail, the town has overspent the 
Department of Public Works FY19 budget by $85,000 due to 
frequent repairs and the leasing of temporary replacement 
trucks. 

"This current situation is not sustainable ... and 
you guys are receiving a poor service at the end of the 
day," said McGrail, adding that Marion was only one of 
four towns in the region that still provides the service itself. 

Although cost savings will not be apparent this 
fiscal year as taxpayers incur the debt of the operational 
override, McGrail said savings is imminent as DPW 
workers are reassigned from trash collection to other tasks 
currently outsourced and workers' compensation goes 
down. 

The tax impact of the override, McGrail said, 
would be about $120 a year for the average $491,000 home. 

Resident Adam Lambert said he lives in Sippican 
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Woods and currently does not receive town provided 
collection. "Will we be able to get that with this system?" 
he asked. 

"That's something to put on the list," said 
Waterman. 

Another resident on Ladyslipper Lane said the 
town doesn't collect his trash either, and McGrail said he 
would discuss service to less accessible areas as part of 
contract negotiations. 

The contract is for five years, with two one-year 
extensions allowed at a 2 percent annual escalation rate per 
year. Included are 5,000 rollout 65-gallon trash bins and 
95-gallon recycle bins, which was a concern for resident 
Nancy Breitmayer due to the size of the bins and the length 
of her driveway. 

The actual cost savings was not clear. Waterman 
said, since the DPW had never established a work order 
system. 

"We're not presenting this as something that's 
going to save us money," said Waterman. Those savings 
will be actualized in the long run, he stated. "We're at a 
fork in the road - we either buy new trucks or outsource ... 
or we privatize." 

Privatizing, the third option, would leave private 
trash collection up to the residents at a personal cost of 
$400 to $500 a year, McGrail said. 

With adoption of Article 25 to outsource. Article 26 
to buy a new trash truck was passed over. 

Several wastewater-related articles fueled 
discussion, beginning with Article 8, the $3,009,182 
difference of the underestimated cost to line the sewer 
lagoon and make related wastewater treatment plant 
upgrades. 

Selectman Randy Parker described the gap 
between engineering firm CDM Smith's estimated cost and 
the actual costs of the two bids for the project as a "flagrant 
error", resulting in the town's reconsideration before using 
the firm for future projects. 

Resident Jay Muir pointed out that the total cost 
of the project - which will cost $4,448,000 instead of CDM 
Smith's estimated $2.5 million - will be shouldered by the 
1,700 sewer ratepayers only. 
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"It's becoming increasingly difficult for the 
ratepayers to look at the needs of the town when they 
have an increasing amount of sewage debt that they need 
to pay ... To me, that's a travesty," he said, eliciting some 
applause. 

"We used to be on a slippery slope," said Zora. 
"Now we're in a free fall." Zora was chastised by the town 
moderator several times for veering off topic on the various 
wastewater articles. 

Resident Jennifer Stewart asked how sewer rates 
would be affected, and Finance Director Judy Mooney 
stated that rates would likely rise by 3-5 percent on the 
base rate between 5-12 percent on the various tiers, with 
tier 3 paying more than tier 1 consumers as they do now. 


The article passed with the required two-thirds 
vote, as this was a bond issuance article. 

Article 9, the $1,743,112 difference of the 
underestimated cost to upgrade the UV light disinfection 
equipment and other filtration work at the wastewater 
treatment plant also passed by the required two-thirds 
vote. 

Voters approved Article 10 to fund a 
Comprehensive Wastewater Management Plan at $350,000, 
but this time the entire town will be footing the bill, not just 
sewer ratepayers. 

The one-time tax hit will fund a plan to tackle not 
only the future of the wastewater treatment plant, but also 
septic system upgrades and other alternatives to comply 
with federal and state water quality standards. 

"If we had had a plan 10 years ago, that spending 
would've been spread out over a greater length of time," 
said Ray Cullum who has been voluntarily assisting the 
town with its wastewater options. "If we don't do it, it's 
going to be the same old, same old - let's just do it now 
and plan it right." 

Voters approved Article 22 for a new ambulance, 
against the recommendation of the Finance Committee, 
which figured the current backup ambulance has been 
repaired and only has 65,000 miles. 

Fire Chief Brian Jackvony said the town has spent 
$5,200 this year on repairs and he isn't sure the truck will 
even pass inspection. The ambulance broke down twice on 
the way to Rhode Island Hospital and Charlton Hospital, 
"And when we make these trips, we're taking trauma 
patients." 

The mileage isn't as important as the hours the 
truck is running, the chief said, "And we anticipate more 
breakdowns and more costly repairs." 

Article 2, the FY20 budget, was adopted; however, 
there was some discussion on the selectmen's line item, the 
204 percent increase in the Planning Board line item to hire 
the part-time planner full-time, the $53,000 police truck, 
tree warden line item that jumped from $20,700 to $30,700, 
and the Sippican School budget at $6,420,408. 

Other articles that passed that night with minimal 
or no discussion: Article 3, total Water Enterprise budget

Voters Accept ORR Project, Appointed Town Clerk 

Marion Town Meeting Part 2

The Old Rochester Regional High School athletic 
field, track, and auditorium project article was adopted by 
Marion Town Meeting voters on May 14, the second night 
of the Annual Town Meeting, allowing the project's future 
to be determined by voters on May 17 during the Annual 
Election. 

ORR School Committee member Heather Burke 
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of Marion gave what ultimately proved to be an effective 
presentation due to the voters' ultimate resounding 'aye' 
followed by very few 'nays.' Meanwhile, a number of ORR 
students stood at the back of the room holding banners or 
simply biting their nails as they waited for the result. 

A slideshow emphasized the poor state of the main 
stadium field, the track, and the auditorium, which was 
supported by a photograph of the ORR Drama Club on the 
stage during a performance, half the cast in darkness due 
to broken lights also deemed unsafe to the students who 
operate them. 

On the fields, Burke said student athletes are 
suffering from sprains, knee injuries, and a variety of safety 
hazards, and the state of the track puts ORR at the top 
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of the list for worst tracks in the conference. One student 
recalled times when she felt embarrassed when opposing 
teams' coaches complained to referees about the state of the 
facilities. 

Burke said the project over the 15-years bond will 
cost the average Marion homeowner about $25.11 per year. 

"We can support our students, increase safety, and 
improve our facilities for less than the cost of a couple of 
pizzas a year," Burke said. 

Burke fielded every question thrown at her and 
often elicited applause. When one voter asked her how she 
would choose between funding the classroom, the field, or 
the auditorium if there was ever a financial conundrum, 
Burke responded, "We make these types of choices every 
day because all sorts of [unexpected] things happen at the 
high school. ... We look at the funds and we try to meet all 
needs." 

Resident and Planning Board member Andrew 
Daniel said, although he does not oppose the project, it's 
the timing that concerns him. 

"After we finish paying off one loan would be a 
good time to take out another," Daniel said. 

Finance Committee Chairman Peter Winters 
reaffirmed the committee's decision to not recommend 
the article because of the $12.5 million in water and sewer 
articles voters passed just the night before, and his opinion 
that the ORR School Committee did not follow a process 
agreeable to the FinCom. 
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Resident Jennifer MacDonald pointed to the 
income the fields will generate once they are installed, 
saying the project could be paid off sooner, as other towns 
have done. 

Breaking down the project costs, Burke showed the 
artificial turf field priced at $950,000, the LED field lighting 
at $195,000, safety fencing and netting at $52,500, the track 
and infield at $375,000, and the auditorium light and audio 
upgrades at $50,000. 

"We have no dog in the fight here, but I've been 
to the other schools and I've seen what they have and it's 
an embarrassment what we have," said resident Anthony 
Days. He asked for a show of hands for those who have 
either played on or watched someone play on the ORR 
field. Most hands went up. 

ORR senior Will Garcia, captain of the football 
team and track team, jazz band member, and drama club 
participant, said, "The big reason why we want to replace 
that field in the first place is safety." Over the four years at 
ORR, he said, "I can't say how many times I've blown my 
ankle out on the field." As for the track, ORR is tied with 
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Dighton-Rehoboth as "the two top teams in the conference 
... with the worst facilities in the conference." 

On the stage, Garcia continued, "I've seen people 
stumble" due to broken stage lighting while the drama 
club produces revenue for the school with its sellout 
shows. 

Resident Joe Zora could barely utter the words 
in support of the project due to his emotion over simply 
speaking about his grandchildren who will one day soon 
move through the ORR schools. His motion to move the 
question was barely coherent. 

The vote to adopt the article prompted loud 
applause and cheers, as the selectmen begged everyone not 
to leave. 

The debate over Article 58 to change the town 
clerk position from an elected position to an appointed one 
was split, but the resulting vote was an unequivocal and 
resounding "aye 7 in favor of appointing the town clerk to 
somehow restore accountability to the position. 

The argument in favor of the change was an 
improvement in the professional delivery of services 
and accountability, while the argument against stemmed 
mostly from the concern that political power would 
become too concentrated. 

Helen Ostergaard, a former town clerk, defended 
the elected position, saying, "The duties of the town 
clerk are clearly spelled out in the general laws of the 
Commonwealth and it is the duty of any sitting town 
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clerk to follow those," regardless of whether he or she is 
considered "qualified" for the position. She supported 
the idea of Town Meeting adopting a mechanism to recall 
elected officials rather than making the position appointed. 
She alluded to current Town Clerk Ray Pickles and how 
he was appointed to the position of executive director for 
the Carver, Marion, Wareham Regional Refuse Disposal 
District decades ago, "But nobody held him accountable 
... so it doesn't really matter whether they're elected or 
appointed. The selectmen (or CMW board, rather) did not 
hold this individual accountable and that's all I'm going to 
say." 

Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff 
Doubrava and Selectman Norm Hills argued over whether 
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there was a mechanism to remove appointed officials from 
their position when Doubrava said the selectmen once 
told him there was no process to remove an appointed 
commissioner who quit attending meetings. Hills 
disagreed. 

"There is due process," said Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson, who used to be a town clerk - both 
appointed and elected - before serving as the TA of Marion. 
He said a meeting would likely be held in executive 
session, "And the rights of the affected employee and / 
or committee member would be protected through this ... 
clause." 

Barbara Sanderson wondered if it was just simpler 
to keep the position elected and establish a proper recall 
process, which Marion does not have. 

Christine Winters was concerned that the article 
was a "kneejerk reaction" to the Pickles matter, and any 
recall provision adopted should be applied "across the 
board in an orderly and well-defined policy that everyone 
can understand, and no one is picking and choosing." 

For Winters, the article fails to address what is needed "to 
make all of our elected officials accountable. 

Finance Committee member Alan Minard 
supported the article, saying, "I have never seen our 
current clerk in the building - this will allow us to set 
hours for this person ... and there's accountability, there's 
oversight." 

Kate Mahoney opposed the article, saying she 
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worries about the usurpation of power on all levels of 
government because, obviously, the town clerk position 
was created as an elected one for a reason. 

"To answer to the citizens to now become someone 
who answers to three people," said Mahoney, "there aren't 
enough checks and balances. It all becomes one pool." 

Peter Winters, in the last comment on the article 
before the question was moved, alluded that Pickles was 
first appointed to the town clerk position before he was 
subsequently and repeatedly elected. 

The article received the two-thirds vote it needed 
to pass. The town clerk position will remain elected until 
either Pickles resigns or until his term expires in May 2020. 

Residents rejected an article to create a bylaw that 
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would add a new section to the Marion Code to require 
property owners to properly maintain vacant properties 
by, including but not limited to, mowing their grass, 
landscaping upkeep, removing litter, and replacing broken 
windows. 

The article was a response to a number of vacant 
buildings in town being left overgrown for years, said 
Selectman John Waterman, creating a "blight 7 "that hurt the 
image of Marion and the value of all properties in Marion," 
he said. 

Zora questioned the language and the extent of the 
bylaw's reach and objected to the discretion being left to 
one person only, the building commissioner. 

Mahoney was concerned that the bylaw 
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I found a baby bird on the ground. I picked it up to see 
if it was ok , but now I've heard that I can't put it back 
in the nest because I touched it.

overreached by putting the control and decision making 
into one person's hands. She recalled a time when serving 
on the ZB A that the board grappled with the definition of 
"vacant" in one zoning bylaw. 

"It's too vague," said Mahoney. "I think this is, like, 
big overkill." 

A motion to table the article indefinitely failed 
66-49 - in favor, but in need of a two-thirds vote, the town 
moderator insisted - and ultimately the article failed to 
garner the two-thirds vote to pass. 

Article 37, $268,000 to fund the extension of the 
Creek Road pathway southward adjacent to Point Road up 
to Jenna Drive, passed, but not without some debate over 
the project's merit. 

Some considered the proposed .75-mile-short 
shared-use path no more than a sidewalk, while another 
looked at an existing nearby path as the "bike path to 
nowhere." Minard, who said he often rides his bike 
from his home in that area, thought the path would be 
more valuable if it were redirected toward Route 6 for a 
connection. 

"If we spend this money to go south, we come to 
what is my estimation, a dead end," Minard said. "[The 
path is] a great idea, but we're going the wrong way here." 

Waterman suggested this path was just one small 
step closer to connecting Marion with a network of paths. 

"The only way we're gonna get here is to do a 
small piece at a time," Waterman said, adding that the 
study of Route 6 could one day lead to bike paths there. 

"I think this is one small step, to use a term, but we need 
to start and I think this is a start to making our town more 
pedestrian friendly. 

Voters passed Article 38 to appropriate $20,000 
from CPA reserves to install a handicap access lift and game 
management/press box at the ORR main athletic field, but 
not without 

Justin Shea's endorsement on behalf of the ORR Athletics 
Booster Club. According to Shea, ORR is the only 
conference school without a press box, and the school 
has been without one since the renovation 16 years ago. 
Now, permitting requires a new press box be built to 
withstand 120-mile-an-hour hurricane winds and must be 
handicap accessible. Shea said the boosters raised $50,000 
in private donations to fund the project, but he's asked 
the three Tri-Towns to each contribute $20,000 for the 
ADA compliance features to move the project forward. 

One day. Shea said, someone in a wheelchair will want to 
operate the scoreboard, manage the music, or wish to video 
record games for ORCTV. "With your help tonight, we can 
support that," he said. 

The vote was unanimous. 

Voters approved Article 40 to appropriate $800,000 
in CPA funds to restore the exterior of the Town House. A 
full renovation project was defeated at Town Meeting last 
year. Bob Raymond of the Town House Study Committee 
commented that this proposal at least lets the town 
preserve some of the historic features of the exterior and 
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protect the interior from further damage. 

Article 26 for $582,090 to purchase a new trash 
truck was passed over as a result of adoption of Article 
25, $420,000 to outsource the town's curbside trash and 
recycling collection. 

Articles 44 through 54 were passed over due to 
a clerical error in the warrant not discovered until after it 
went to print and was posted. 

Article 59, to prohibit adult-use marijuana and 
establishments in Marion, was passed over. According 
to Dawson, the Attorney General would not approve the 
article, as it was not drafted properly.

40R Study Shows Financial Benefit for Rochester

According to consultant Judy Barrett, the 
conservative estimate for the steady annual revenue the 
208-unit development will generate is $499,300 for the 
Town of Rochester. She estimates that the increase in 
demand for municipal services - police, fire, and schools 
- will cost the town an extra $352,000 a year, leaving a 
remaining positive net income of about $147,000 for the 
town. 

The project will be one that is "revenue positive," 
Barrett said. It's able to pay for itself and will actually 
generate some surplus revenue." 

Barrett's calculations included a review of 
the town's financial status, history, revenue sources, 
demographics, and data collected from similar 40R 
developments in other towns in Massachusetts, including 
one in neighboring Lakeville, to develop a snapshot of how 
she expects the 40R to impact Rochester. 

Barrett said she focused exclusively on police, 
fire, and schools in calculating her fiscal impact estimate, 
saying, "This study is clearly about school, police, 
and fire because those are the services that will be the 
most affected." She called Rochester a "real well-run 
community" with relatively low debt service and spending 
that is inline with the size of the town. 

"It looks good," said Barrett. "[Rochester] is a town 
that can absorb some changes like this." 

The task of performing a technical analysis, 

Barrett said, is tricky since she is attempting to forecast the 
unknown situation of a development that has not yet been 
built. She started by looking back 10 years at the town's 
spending habits, town growth, and how communities 
outside Rochester have been affected by 40R housing 
before determining that Rochester would experience a 
fiscal benefit from the development slated for the area of 
Routes 58 and 28 called Rochester Crossroads. 

Barrett dispelled some of the myths she said 
are common with 40R projects, such as the belief that 
affordable housing developments are inherently negative; 
not true, said Barrett. And, of course a higher density 
residential development will increase the demand on 
police services - police calls will go up in number, she said, 
"But to think it becomes a crime problem is not the case."

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High-density residential zones are, according 
to Barrett, more beneficial to municipalities than more 
sparsely settled residential. Her academic research 
suggests, she said, "The more compact the development 
- the more efficient it is to serve," in terms of services like 
police and fire. 

Barrett anticipates the 40R will bring between 45 
and 55 additional students to the town, but trends show 
that oftentimes those students are comprised of students 
already living in the town who move into the development, 
mostly due to the availability of affordable housing units 
and also through non-custodial parents who wish to stay 
close to their children post divorce. 

Barrett said she was looking strictly at steady 
annual revenue for the town, not the 40R funds offered 
by the state as incentives for working with the project's 
developer. She estimates around $50,000 a year from 
commercial taxes and $285,400 a year in residential taxes. 

"State aid comes and goes," Barrett said. "I always 
encourage my municipalities ... to pay attention to what 
that project is going to generate, because anything else that 
you get from state aid is really just [not guaranteed.]" 

Based on the 208 units, Barrett estimates the 
impact on the schools would be roughly $36,800 a year, and 
the impact on fire would be about $105,000. 

"The number of calls is higher, but also servicing 
those calls can take more time," Barrett said, "So I just 
budget as generously as I can on fire calls."

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Assuming 45-55 students, Barrett said the 
instructional impact would require an additional 1.1 
teachers. Her cost impact included built-in services for 
special education, and she said she goes higher in her fiscal 
impact analyses. 

Barrett's estimate for EMS is about $377,400, which 
the revenue from those receipts should offset, still keeping 
it revenue positive. 

State money under Chapter 40S, available only to 
40R communities and not with 40B developments, would 
be offered if the additional students end up costing the 
town 52 percent more than the revenue the town receives 
from the 40R, Barrett said. Lakeville has received $353,000 
in 40S funds, "And that's pretty significant," she said. 
Lunenburg has gotten $22,000, she said, and the amount is 
different depending on the town. 

"If number of kids is higher, then you're golden 
because you're going to get that subsidy," said Barrett. 

Steen reiterated that the one-time incentives the 
40R will bring to Rochester would total $974,000, plus 
about $135,000 in permitting fees. 

As a 40B, there would be no incentive money, a 
point Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson wanted 
emphasized as voters are asked to approve an article for 
a Smart Growth Overlay District to accommodate the 40R 
project. 

The 40R will bring Rochester's state mandated 
ten percent affordable housing beyond that minimum.

exceeding it by 29 units - more than enough to keep any 
40B developers from moving into Rochester after the 2020 
census. 

Steen's project will still have to go through 
the Planning Board Site Plan Review process, and 
Conservation Commission and Building Department 
processes as well, and there will also be a "local preference" 
on affordable units available first to Rochester residents - 
all things that would not happen with a 40B. 

And these (40B projects) can be put anywhere in 
town," said Johnson. "The town cannot deny a 40B until 
we meet the 10 percent affordable housing [minimum]. ... 
Right now, as it stands, the entire town is wide open to a 
person coming in and putting a 40B in town anywhere. ... 

If we meet the housing requirement... if this project does 
get approved," Johnson said, then the town could deny a 
future 40B.

Rochester Farms Coverts to Rochester Solar Farm 

Rochester Planning Board

On May 14, the Rochester Planning Board and the 
community learned more about the proposed solar array 
planned for property located on Marion Road, owned by 
Craig Canning and known as Rochester Farms, LLC. 

An abutter sued Canning to stop his original 
project, and that failed effort to turn the property into a 
farmer's market and agricultural operation sent Canning 
in another direction, renting out the property for solar 
generation. 

On this night, coming before the Planning Board 
was Sarah Rosenblat for SWEB Development USA, the 
solar development company, and Tom Sanders of Weston 
& Sampson Engineers. Rosenblat took center stage for 
more than an hour detailing the scope of the project and 
responding to questions. 

The project is planned with little impact to the 
12.75-acre site, Rosenblat explained, as there would not be 
any removal of trees. The site has been farmed for decades 
and is currently flat and almost completely denuded due 
to agricultural activities. She said that the photovoltaic 
footprint would only cover 9 acres, although the leased 
area was 48 acres. 

Rosenblat explained that along Marion Road there 
would not be any fencing, only planting for screening 
purposes. But what sets this solar project apart from all 
others in Rochester and the surrounding area was the 
unique placement of the solar panels and the height of the 
array - a mere 2.9-feet above grade with panels pitched 8 
inches apart and spaced in a grid formation with minimal 
spacing between the grid lines. 

It will also be the largest producer of solar energy 
in Rochester. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson gave the solar team 
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some guidance in terms of what type of waivers the 
applicant would need to request. He also discussed, which 
had the effect of informing the public, the various steps 
SWEB would be required to take, such as many more 
meetings with the Planning Board, and permitting by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals and Conservation Commission. 

When asked the timing of the project, Rosenblat 
said that in addition to local permitting, SWEB was 
awaiting an impact study from Eversource anticipated to 
start in July and take up to six months to complete. They 
were also waiting for impact reviews by Massachusetts 
Historical Commission and the Mass Wildlife Natural 
Heritage & Endangered Species Program. She confirmed 
there was evidence of the Eastern box turtle on the site. 

Rosenblat said she anticipated beginning 
construction during the second quarter of 2020 with 
completion about 70 days later. 

Abutter Deloris Dernier also inquired about noise, 
saying that her home would be directly impacted by any 
noise generated by the system. Rosenblat could not provide 
study data on the decimals emitted by the inverters and 
transformers but offered to provide that at a later date. She 
did say, however, that it was her experience that very little 
noise, if any, would be produced. 

Rosenblat confirmed that electrical cables would 
be underground and that a service road off Marion Road 
would have a 40-foot wide paved apron transitioning 
to a gravel roadway. Dernier expressed her concern that 
the road would create stormwater flowage onto her 
property, which she said was already a problem. Rosenblat 
responded that drainage designs would include berms. 

When Johnson was asked his opinion on whether 
anything could stop the solar development, Johnson 
replied, "I don't see anything that would stop it. ... This is 
one of the easier ones we've seen." 

Johnson said earlier in the discussion, "We are the 
only town in the Tri-Towns that has a local solar bylaw." 

The Notice of Intent hearing date was set for June 
25. 

In other matters, public hearings for Site Plan 
Review of property owned by Sophia Darras, 0 Rounseville 
Road, and a continued hearing for a Special Residential 
Development for REpurpose Properties were both 
continued until May 28. 

The Planning Board members unanimously voted 
to send Zoning Bylaw amendments for Section 20.10 E (8) 
Medical Marijuana with the insertion of new bylaw section 
22.70 titled Marijuana Regulations to the Selectmen for 
inclusion into the Spring Town Meeting Warrant. Town 
Meeting is scheduled for May 20 at 7:00 pm at Rochester 
Memorial School. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
Board is scheduled for May 14 at 7:00 pm, location to be 
announced.

The Notice of Intent hearing included an update 
on the restoration plan an enforcement order required of 
Araujo. 

Rick Charon of Charon Engineering described the 
project, saying that the majority of the new home would be 
in the jurisdictional buffer zone, which Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon said was common practice. Charon also 
said that the septic system would be outside that area. An 
existing structure on the property is planned to be part of 
the family home, but would need sonar tubes that Charon 
said would be installed using hand tools. 

Vice-Chairman Daniel Gagne asked if the existing 
building met building codes. Charon responded that the 
structure had been on the site since the 1950's and therefore 
would be typified as a legally non-conforming structure. 
Gagne also questioned if the applicant could make a 
walkway from the structure to the edge of the pond. 
Charon said that the homeowner could not be denied 
access to the water. 

Farinon confirmed that the wetland flagging was 
correct and that restoration of areas where illegal cutting 
had taken place triggering an enforcement order by the

Superintendent Doug White reminded the 
committee that it must inform the Department of 
Education by June 1 whether or not it will offer any slots 
to out-of-district students for School Choice before making 
his recommendation. 

"My recommendation to the committee, with the

to not participate in School Choice at this time." 

School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini 
commented on the "pretty healthy class sizes for next 
year," and said, "I don't really think there's any room at 
the inn for any excess." 

The committee agreed and voted to opt out. 

Several members of the school committees and 
town officials in the three Tri-Towns have commented over 
the past several years that the state ought to reconsider the 
amount that home districts must pay the School Choice 
district to educate their student, which has been capped 
at $5,000 per pupil for nearly three decades since School 
Choice legislation as adopted. 

In other business, the committee voted to adopt 
a meeting schedule of every six weeks for the next school 
year. 

The next meeting of the Marion School Committee 
is scheduled for June 12 at 6:30 pm at Sippican School.

Wine Country. Starring Amy Poehler and Rachel Dratch. 
Directed by Amy Poehler. Running time: 103 minutes. 
MPA A rating: R. Streaming on Netflix as of May 10. 

The women in Wine Country are such good 
company that I hate to complain that the script is a little 
underdone. So mostly I won't. The movie is really just 
an excuse to get Amy Poehler, Rachel Dratch, Maya 
Rudolph and Ana Gasteyer in the same room, as well 
as fellow Saturday Night Live writing veterans Paula Pell 
and Emily Spivey, and also Tina Fey for a few scenes, and 
other funny women of newer or elder vintage. Essentially, 
if you were female and responsible for some laughs on 
SNL in the early '00s, Wine Country is your class reunion. 
And like class reunions, this occasion elicits some looking 
inward; the plot has Abby (Poehler) throwing a 50 th- 
birthday trip for Rebecca (Dratch), and they and the 
four other friends who come along face various fears 
connected to being a woman of a certain age. 

To be honest, though. Wine Country contends 
more with generational conflict than with gender conflict. 
Other than Jason Schwartzman as a house boy providing 
food and sex when needed, a barely glimpsed husband, 
a doctor who quickly gets hooted out of the room, and 
a couple others, males pretty much don't exist in this 
movie, or are irrelevant. On the other hand. Generation X 
resentment towards millennials is all over Wine Country , 
which may limit its audience a bit. Being Gen-X myself, 
this shouldn't bother me, but along about the second hour 
the millennial-bashing wears a bit thin. By the time we 
get to the empty-headed thirtysomething waitress/artist 
with a show devoted to Fran Drescher on The Nanny , the 
fear and anger of one generation towards its youngers are 
unmistakable. 

Maybe it's nothing personal, though — the 
general beef these ladies have is not younger women 
but no longer being younger women. Fear of the future 
manifests as taking comfort in the past (see the ladies' 
"DUI" guilty-pleasure '80s playlist; the movie is also 
scored by former Prince revolutionaries Wendy & Lisa). 
What these women all have in common is that, decades 
ago, they worked at a pizza place and became friends; 
they're not all the same age, but they share pop-culture 
experiences and similar trajectories. One works in an 
office, one's a therapist, one's a TV star on the wane, etc. 
They're all fairly well-to-do; nobody's struggling like 



Kristen Wiig in Bridesmaids , a movie with a more finely 
tuned script than this one. A lot of the funnier parts sound 
improvised, no shock considering improv master Poehler 
was also the director. 

The writing isn't bad, really; it just feels at times 
like a collection of sequences governed by a checklist. 
Mortality, check. Disappointing hubby, check. Job security 
threatened by the kids today, check twice. (Is Amy Poehler 
that nervous about aging out of Baby Mama-type roles?) 
Fortunately this cast is full of entertainers, and they 
treat the script (credited to Emily Spivey, who perhaps 
modestly keeps her own character largely sidelined, and 
Liz Cackowski) as a blueprint to bounce riffs off each 
other. For instance, I know a raccoon was in the script 
because someone on the film crew took the time to put 
a pawprint on a glass door, but the exchange between 
Dratch and Rudolph about how you can tell it's a. father 
raccoon sounds gloriously off-the-cuff. 

For millennial readers bristling at yet another 
piece of entertainment that shames them, I would also 
point out that Wine Country brings in a ringer — Cherry 
Jones, of the late-Boomer period, as a Tarot reader who 
hilariously puts the ladies in their place with bleak, 
accurate assessments of their present and future. The Tarot 
works according to archetype, and so does the movie; 
the characters are full of quirks and whimsical devils, so 
they seem fresh and individualized. The cast are all smart, 
snarky women who would get bored playing stereotypes , 
not archetypes. (Tina Fey's character, the wildly rich 
owner of the house where the women are staying, is 
agreeably hard to pin down; she contains multitudes, 
like everyone else here.) It's a real comfort-food movie, 
and that's apparently all Poehler and her team wanted to 
make. Don't they deserve to? Don't we deserve to have 
one? 
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Aggie 25-2.

1850. Its earliest 
identified owner 
was Austen Lovell, 
an expressman. 

By the late 1870s, 
R.F. Hart owned 
this residence. His wife, Bertha M. Hart, lived here until 
her death in the late 1930s. Mrs. Hart's first husband was 
Gamaliel Morss of Marblehead, who was a member of the 
8th regiment. He was part of the unit that escorted the 
Prince of Wales during his 1859 visit to Massachusetts. 
Morss was one of the first men killed in the Civil War. The 
Harts remembered being in a boat moored alongside that 
of Abraham Lincoln on the Potomac River at City Point 
in Washington D.C. The first eight years of the Harts' 
marriage was spent at sea. They lived in this home for over 
60 years.

Marion Complete Streets Program 

Marion's Transportation and Circulation Task 
Force (a subcommittee of the Planning Board) and the 
Board of Selectmen are pleased to announce that the town 
has achieved Tier 2 status in the Complete Streets Program. 
This milestone qualifies Marion to apply for grants of 
up to $400,000 per year for projects that improve town- 
owned roads, sidewalks, and bikeways and provide better 
pedestrian conditions. Marion is only one of seven towns 
on the southeast coast and Cape and Islands to have Tier 2 
status. 

Marion began the journey through this 
infrastructure funding process by passing a Complete 
Streets Policy document in February 2018. The Town then 
applied for and received a planning grant to develop a 
"Prioritization Plan," which lists a variety of transportation 
projects that can be proposed to the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (MassDOT) for funding. 

The Transportation and Circulation Task Force 
with support from the Board of Selectmen and Marion 
residents developed a list of 26 projects based on the 
needs stated in the 2017 Marion Master Plan. Projects 
were prioritized according to a list of desired criteria, such 
as safety, improved walkability/bikeability, handicap 
accessibility, and enhanced circulation. The planning grant 
provided funding to develop the details and cost estimates

Those who 
reserve a seat will be eligible to win an autographed copy 
of "The Muralist."
